He is no leſs experimented in the Affairs 
of Civil- Government and of the Cabinet, 
than in thoſe of War.

vereign Lord was confirmed with the una- 
nimous Conſent of the three Colleges of 
the Empire the 3oth of June 1708; and 
the Year following the Dignity of Great- 
Treaſurer of the Empire was alſo conferred 
upon his Electoral Highneſs, till the happy 
Time ſhould come that Providence had ap- 
pointed to reward the conſummate Merit 
of that Excellent Prince, by his moſt auſpi- 
cious Elevation to the Imperial Throne of 
Great-Britain : On which may His Majeſty, 
and his Royal Poſterity, gloriouſly rule over 
the happieſt Nations on the Earth till Time 
ſhall be no more.
